Jup^u has a leading actor whose 
place at the head of his profession is 
its indiaputed aa Sir Henry Imng'e 
in the theatrical world in England. 
Ichiwawa Danjuro is now 63. Hi* 
ancestors were on thestagc more than. 
200 years ago, and theater folks in 
Japan accept him as worthily uphold- 
ing the family traditions-. 

On ISruiidway theatrical prece- 
dence regulates iivelf. They order 
these things differently in Japan. 
There is a real theatrical aristocracy in 
the Flowery land. 

Its members are called "nadai." 
None may be of their n umber who has 
not had the good fortune to inherit 
agrea: name, like Idiiwawa Danjuro, 
or to have been adopted inlo some 
famous theatrical family. 

Middle class actors may have their 
merits, but they canuot hope to be- 
come nadai on them, and lo enjoy the 
attendant privileges The priucipal 
of these are that they are entitled to 
advertise their names on the play- 
boards over the theater doors, and 
there are only five actors who have it. 

Danjuro is easily head of the five, 
says the New York Sun.

Danjuro 
has played the part 78 limes, which, 
n Japan, where audiences demand 
ariety in repertoire and lots of it, is 
considered a remarkable record.

From the clannish way id which the 
fallow deer in Central park menagerie 
have lately conducted themselves, 
says the New York Times, this would 
certainly »eem to be the case. 

About six weeks ago a new brown 
buck was added lo the fallow collec- 
tion, w hich consisted of two or three 
brown deer and some half dozen al- 
binos. Through inbreeding the flock 
had deteriorated until only a few re- 
mained to remind oneof the tine buck 
who wag master of the flock up to 
about live years ago. At that time the 
herd became too nuuieieus, and the 
lordly buck, with about a d>>z t it of his 
consorts, was removed to Van Cort- 
landt park. From the advent of the 
new buck up to about three wecksago 
ill went well. Then, however, the 
directur of the menagerie decided to 
weed out the poor stock and replenish 
the herd from Van Cortlandt park, 
and brought down some half dozen 
fine brown does. 

The brown buck seemed at once 
to take to his new subjects and to 
build up a kingdom among those of 
his own color, and the stock of the 
white, or albino, deer took a sudden 
drop. Many times a day now the 
flock can be seen divided, the white 
deer 6tanding by themselves at one 
end of the paddock, and the brown, 
in company with the lordly buck at 
another. This if particularly notice- 
able when the approach of a keeper 
or anything to attract the attention 
cf the herd occurs. 

The brown deer at once flock 
around the buck, and the w hite ones 
crowd together at a distant part of 
the paddock.
